At ' this moment nothing
but the power of the United
States stands between the
State of Israel and disaster.
In spite of what is being said
about the formidable army of

‘Israel . . . and it is . . . it
could not defend itself
against the combined on-
slaught of Syria, Lebanon,
Jordan, Egypt, Saudi Arabla,
Iran, Iraq, if it were not for
the military ability of the
United States to defeat all
of Israel’s enemies including
the Soviet Union.

If this were not the case,
Russia would have openlvy
aided Egypt and would at this
moment be at war with Israel
and with' the defenders. of
Tsrael. This conclusion is
shared by top Pentagon mili-
tary experts we have talkefl
to and it is also shared pri-
vately by TIsrael spokesmen
who confided to us that Israel
would face catastrophe if it
were not for the United
States.

Publicly Israel boasts that
it is capable of annihilating

' Egypt at any time. This

means that a nation of about

'1,800,000 can attack and de-

feat Egypt, a nation of 23,

000,000, on its own soil, and

do it with.its supplies coming
only by sea . .. and with its
flanks open to attack from
the north, the center and the
south; which would be the
case, as- Syria, Lebanon and

Jordan would certainly attack

Israel if' a state of war ex-

isted with Egypt. :
With Russia openly supply-
ing military weapons to

Egypt and Syria, it's wishful

thinking for anyone to con-
clude that Israel can win.
Today Egypt can put in the

field an army of 3,000,000

men to Israel's 500,000. Add
another 1,000,000 from

Egypt's Arah and Moslem al-

lies and you have a force
which will be indeed difficult
to annihilate. This is not to
discount Israel's well-trained,
well-equipped army.-But this
army is trained for defense,
not for attack, against the en-
tire border: of Israel. Any
othier _conclusion is inviting
disaster for Israel, unless the
United States is ready to go
to war.in the Middle East to
help them.

We have reported in these
columns direct from the Mid-
dle East that' the Arab-Mos-
lem states are not politically
united, are not ethnologically
united, nor are they cultural-
ly united. They are united
through religion only, On
some issues they are poles

apart, on others definitely di-

vided for any kind of united
and concerted effort. They
agre only on their hatred for

Israel. The West should make
no mistake about that. Over
50,000,000 Arab-Moslems are
united from Turkey to Pakis:
tan against the existence of
Isracl on, Palestine soil.

The most formidable foe of
Israel in this Arab-Moslem
lineup is, of course, Egypt
with 23,000,000 people. Op-
portunist Nasser, still writh-
ing from his recent Israeli de-
feat, has vowed revenge on
Istael by his most recent

« statement, “I will join the

devil himself if he will heIP
Egypt to annihilate Israel.”
With Russian military assist-
ance and prompting, he can
explode the Middle East at
any moment.

Jordan (population, 1,500,
000) has the second strongest
army on the borders of Israel,
which includes about 60,000
Palestinian _refugees, for ‘a
total of about 100,000.  Jor-
dan has a military pact with
Egypt and Syria and has the
longest open border with
Israel.

Syria (population 3,850,000)
is closer allied to Commu-¥
nism than any other Middle
East nation, Its army and se-
curity police are headed by a
pro-Communist, it is Egypt's
closest ally, already having
broken relations with Britain
and  France when they in-
vaded the Suez canal. It re-
cently destroyed the oil pipe-
line and stopped the oil flow
to the Mediterranean ports
and will continue to block all
oil through Syria until the
British, French and Israeli
leave Egypt.

Lebanon (population 1,500,
000) has more than 150,000
Palestinian refugees, most of
these male adults being train-
ed in suicidal underground
units poised on the norther-
most border of Israel. While
Lebanon supports the Arab-
Moslem bloc, she is not as
hostile to Israel as the other
members. Lebanon is ‘pro--
West in policy, especially to-
ward the Unitetd States.

Saudi Arabia . (population
7,300,000) is another pro-U. S.
league. Although King Saud
publicly supports Nasser, he
does ‘not favor Nasser's poli-
cy of endangering the opera-
tion of Suez, for fear of los-
ing oil revenues, nor does he
support Nasser in his plan of
becoming the leader of the
Arab-Moslem league. Saudi
Arabia is probably the most
anti-Communist nation in the
Middle East and has openly
expressed its policy against
Soviet infiltration.

JIran (population 21,500,000)
is another pro-U. S. state, but
sides strongly with Egypt on
the question of Israel. Like
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Traq, she is a member of the

‘Baghdad pact against Com.

munist infiltration of the
Middle Kast. Iran opposed
Nagser's seizure of the Suez
canal because it did threaten
reduction of oilirevenues,
The Closing of the canal has
already brought economic
hardships to Iran,
L G L

Iraq (population 5,400,000)
is the only Arab country in
the Baghdad pact, but since
the Britsh and French inva.
sion of Egypt proclaimed itg
abstention from any Baghdad
meetings if Britain and
Franceé attended. Normally a
close ally of Britain, Iraq has
proclaimed: her support to
Nasser and  to his policies
against Israel.

Isral’'s able foreign minis:
ter, Mrs. Golda Meir, said™
upon_hier: arrival in the Unit-
ed States' that “peace will
only come to the Middle East
when the Arabs and Moslems
realize that Israel cannot be
destroyed.” This is sound
reasoning, but am oversimpli-
fication of the crisis between
Arab and Jew. It is not the
existence of the State of
Israel that keeps.the pot boil-
ing in the Middle East, but
that the Arab and Moslem is
convinced that the State of
Jsrael was ' created on land
they occupied for 1400 years,
and that some 600,000 Pales-
tinian Arabs have lost their
homes and property to which
they are unable to return in
Palestine,

Mrs: Meir says that these
refugees could return to their
Palestine homes-as soon as a
peace, treaty has been drawn
between Israel and the Arab
states, But no’ such treaty
has been drawn for the past
eight years and no peace
treaty is in sight in the next
eight years, because the
Arab-Moslem league doesn't
want it if it means the exist-
ence of Israel on Palestine
soil, d

The big question Mrs, Meir
failed to answer is, “why
doesn’t Israel allow these ref-
ugees to return to their
homes in Palestine without
waiting for a: peace treaty
which may never come?”
She also failed to explkain
where the Jewish people
would go who now occupy
the Arab homes in Palesttine
when the Arabs are allowed
to return.

Israel with a population of
1,800,000 exists today be-
cause of the fanatical dedica-
tion -of its people . . . their
miraculous. success in indus-
try and agriculture . . . and
the fimancial assistance of the
United States and its Jewish
and Gentile supporters
abroad.
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
